Some

holiness' partial recovery. The pope 
took beef tea twice today. 


Rome, July 9.—After an extended 


delay which caused great 
anxiety 


the pope's physician Issued a favor- 
able bulletin as to his condition late 
this morning. 
The delay has given 


a very unfavorable Impression 
of 


his real condition. The report says: 
"Night was tranquil.

•was spent in sleep by the pope. Pro- 
cess 
pneumonia is much more re- 


solved In those parts of the lungs 
not covered by a small quantity ol 
liquid-which still exists In the pleur- 
atlc cavity. 
General conditions con- 


tinue, to be maintained but more re- 
lieved." 
Pope has not yet been In- 


formed of the death of Volponl. Ow- 
ing to the fact he was. a personal 
friend of his holiness It Is thought 
It would have a bad effect upon him.

During tho early part of the night 


his holiness was somewhat restless. 
The occasional brief periods of sleep 
•were disturbed by dilliculty In breath- 
Ing. Dr. Lappoul and Pope Leo's valet, 
Plo Centra, did their best to nourish 
the patient at brief Intervals. 
Tho 


pontiff spoke little and seemed much 
depressed. Chloral and caffeine were 
administered with good elK-cU. About 
sunrise tho pontiff fell into a more 
netful sleep than he had had all 
night. 


Suffers Acutely. 


It Is stated in the bulletins that he 


suffered acutely this morning, and 
ivhen the doctors examined him ho 
said: 


"Pray leave me In peace. 
I feel 


that the end Is coming." 


Afterward he fell Into a torpor, but 


rallied at midday, when he summoned 
Ills secretary and dictated a number 
of letters. 
The dictation, however, 


van frequently Interrupted by periods 
of exhaustion. He once said: 


"Never during iny Illness have I 


felt ao 111 as to-day." 


It Is reported that he said to his 


private chaplain during the course of 
the day: 


It Ready for Summon*. 


"I have no longer any hope of Ufa. 


I have a presentiment that this very 
day the Most High will summon me to 
appear In his presence. I feel no re- 
gret at quitting life. 
To-day In the 


churches begins a nine days' devotion 
of Our Lady of Mount Carmcl. and thv 
devout faithful praying to the holy 
virgin will also offer prayers for my 
poor person. I die calmly. I am con- 
scious of having endeavored to dis- 
charge my duty for the good of the 
•church and humanity.

Possible Successors. 


It Is remarked that, according to the 


prophecies of St. Malachy, Pope Leo's 
successor will correspond to the words 
"Ignis Ardens," and it Is noted that 
the escutcheons of Cardinals Oreglia 
dl Santo Stefano and Gottl, which bear 
a burning altar, and the escutcheon of 
Cardinal Svarapa, which bears light- 
ed torches, are Indicated by tl-o words. 
Cardinal Manara's escutcheon has a 
flame depicted as licking tho hand of 
a trlbuua. 


It is stated that Cardinal Oreglia dl 


Santo Stefano, who Is known to bo 
opposed to much of the Vatican's ro- 
cent policy, exclaimed that when ho 
was carrying his rod In the capacity 
of camerllngo he would use It on tin 
backs of some of the prelates who hail 
taken 
shameful 
advantage of thi 


pope's decrepitude.

The wonderful vitality of tho re- 


markable old man is combating a com- 
plication of diseases, which would en- 
danger a strong man .In tho'prlme ot 
life.

Conflicting Rumors. 


Throughout yesterday the reports 


from the sick room alternated with 
fears and hopes. At times rumors of 
the gravest character gained currency. 
Out of the mass of contradictory re- 
ports the essential features

pope's actual condition are Indicated 
In the bulletins Issued at 9:45 yester- 
day morning and at 8:15 last evening, 
bearing the signatures of the two at- 
tending doctors.

During the night the pope had 
eciired but little refreshing sleep, and 
vlth this sleeplessness was augmented 
lepresslon.

Bulletins Are Frank. 


These complications were fully and 


frankly stated by the doctors. 
Their 


nfTiclal bulletin was supplemented In 
the course of personal conversation. In 
which they showed that they enter 
talned scarcely Eny hopes of recovery. 
Yet they always qunlliied their state- 
ments, setting forth the remarkable 
constitutional strength and indomita- 
ble energy of the patient as the most 
striking evidence of h's almost super- 
human V.'lll. 


They Instanced the 
dying 
mnn't 


leaving his bed during the morning 
and taking several steps unaided, save 
by a cane, to an arm chair. When this 
became known, many were disposed to 
criticise the doctors 
for permitting 


such an exhausting effort, but it was 
explained that the entire absence of 
fever, the temperature being 
even 


below normal, eliminated the danger 
of syncope from this exertion. More- 
over, the attending physicians recog- 
nized that they were battling with a 
man of iron will, who docs not know 
the meaning ..of restraint.

In the armchair the Pope lay In bed 
throughout the day, shifting his posi- 
tion frequently without assistance, and 
occasionally taking a small draught 
of diluted wine with the yolks of eggs. 
The only solid food he has taken Is 
calves' b£alns,0pd meatjiroth. 


'"DouoVthe Doctors. 


The later official bulletin, following 


a consultation between Drs. Lapponl 
aud Mazzonl, completely contradicted 
the alarmist reports, and gave a most 
favorable statement. This was dis- 
closed In the Improved pulse, better 
respiration, and ameliorated' general 
condition. 


Dr. Mazzonl 'said, In a conversation 


following the Issuance of the 8:15 p. 
m. bulletin, that while the Pope's 
condition still continued desperate, re- 
covery was not entirely Impossible. 
Unfortunately, some elements In tho 
population of Rome, Including a few 
who are high in the counsels of the 
Vatican, are Inclined to cast doubt on 
the sincerity of the bulletins.

Famous Names That Are 
on the 


Roll of Honor. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


When the corner stone of the social 


fabric of New York was laid 230 years 
ago that unrecorded ceremony was 
performed by the group of families 
whom we speak of as the Knickerbock- 
ers. 
They brought with them from 


Holland or the adjacent countries a 
little set of coclal traditions besed lip- 
on a comfortnblc family life, a decent 
Interchange of social 
amenities, 
a 


kindly—yet generous and elegant— 
hospitality, a code of morals and man- 
ners that were the happiest expres- 
sions of Europe's civilization. 
It was 


as different from the cold and formal 
social life of the Puritan's of New Eng- 
land, on the one side, as It was from 
the hearty, boisterous, wine drlnlilng 
and foxhunting English colonists of 
the Virginia settlement. 
It establish- 


ed for tho American colonies a social 
code whose rulings have never been 
questioned with advantage to 
the 


questioners. And though sai'.ly shaken 
In numbers and In fortunes the Knick- 
erbocker element still continues to 
represent the true aristocracy of New 
York, the envy of the' nouveaux rlchec 
who knocked In vain at their doors. 


The families that now preserve the 


old Knickerbocker spirit In Us best 
Rcnse are the

Delaflelds, IJe Peysters, IJucrs, Gardln-

Of the women In this set who hold 


most firmly to the Knickerbocker code

she forgets or permits others to forget 
her marked resemblance 
to 
Queen 


Alexandra. 
But greater than this 


resemblance to the CJueen to the mind 
of "Teenle" Mills Is that she Is a Llv- 


com* to America, In 'the year 
107-1. 


He resalnod tho possession of his 
brother's estates In The Bronx 
dis- 


trict, whlcl: had bnen confiscated by 
the Dutch, and thus established tho 
fortunes of the mwse of Morris on 
American snll. 
This became a manor 


under a grant from Gov. 
Fletcher. 


Col. Morris's nephew, another Lewi? 
Morris, succeeded to this estate. He 
was a brilliant man. and was the flrst 
native-born Chief Justice of the State 
of New York. 
One of his sons, still 


another I.ewls^Morrls, was one of the 
signers of tho Declaration of Independ- 
ence, and members of the family serv- 
ed In the army and navy of the United 
States. 


Although the Illnelanders have been 


prominently identified with the history 
of the city of New York for more 
than 200 years, there are now only 
four of the name occupying a place 
In socictv. 
The Hhlnelanders set- 


tied In New Uochelle In ICSfi, being 


i of an old Huguenot family. 
The son 


of the first settler moved to New York 
and built a house on Spruce street. 
He died In 1777 and Is ' burled 
In 


Trinity 
Graveyard. 
In 
1S84 
the 


Hhlnelanders purchased the ancient 
castle of Schonberg. on 
the 
Ithlne, 


which overlooks the original lands of 
the family. 


The first of the lloosevelts came to 


America In 1051. and the family has 
ever since been prominent In the civic 
and social llfo of New York. 
Clare- 


mont was originally one of the country 
seats of the family. 
Noxt to the 


Livingstons, the Hoosevelts are the 
strongest numerically In tho Knick- 
erbocker set, and, like that family, are 
the keenest In the keeping up of 1U 
traditions.

rived In New York In 1783, his home 
on Long Island, opposite BlackwelPs 
Island, having been for many years 
one of the finest mansions around New 
York. 
Gen. Hlcliard Delafield, 1798- 


1873, 
became a brigadier general and 


chief of engineers In the United States 
army, an.u 
Major 
Joseph 
Delafleld 


fought In the war of 1812, and after 
the war resigned and became agent of 
the government In fixing the Northern 
boundary of the United States under 
the treaty of Ghent. 


Although one of the Gardincrs came 


to America In 1033. landing at Boston, 
It was not until IfillU that John Lion 
Gardiner removed to 
Gardiner's 
Is- 


land. at tho end of Lung Island, and In 
1CG7 ho was made "lord of the manor," 
a title the family has maintained un- 
til the present day. Lion • Gardiner. 
who Is a student at Princeton, being 
the thirteenth of his name to bear that 
lltle. 
The daughter of the flrst John 


Lion, Elizabeth, was the flrst child 
of English parentage born In New 
York.

loss to tho city. 
it was evident, 


however, that the majority of 
the 


council could not have estimated tho 
value of tho building within a thou- 
sand dollars, and very naturally so. 
The building which Js built to com- 
ply with the law requiring a place 
to which smallpox patients may bo 
removed can never be a 
popular 
place. 


The building Is a plain building or 
severe but neat appearance, painted 
In one shade of gray.. 
It Is two 
stories In height and has a cellar 
The lower floor Is designed for the 
persons who occupy the house 
the 


year around, to care for It and In 
case of emergency to care for pa- 
tients, 
it Is entirely separated from 


tho second floor, whleh is the hospi- 
tal and can be entered only by an 
outside stairway. 
The building Is 


located at some distance from 
tne 
road on the elevation just east of 
the Buob brewery. 


A Good Building 
On the lower floor tne rooms are 


furnished as any other 
dwelling 


place. 
Despite the unpleasant as- 
sociations, tho building is not a bad 
place In which to live, and Is said, 
to be fully as comfortable as the 
majority of working men's houses 
In the city. 


On'the floor above It is very dif- 
ferent. 
There are five bedrooms, 


one of which Is large enough to con- 
tain several beds and may be used 
as a ward room, and a small wash 
and store room.

Improvements Needed 
At the last council meeting It wa

Is the only source of water a 
the hospital, and all drinking watei 
must be carried from a neighboring 
well.
